Increased communication with

The expected loss of 
state money, according to Vare- 
la, is the most important issue 
facing the district.

Robinson said he received a peti- 
tion with 244 signatures repre- 
senting 229 of the park’s 290 
spaces — a total of more than 78 
percent of the coach owners. 

But Wilk contends the group of 
tenants eligible to sign the peti- 


tion is much smaller than the 51 


percent needed to bring the mat- 
ter to a hearing. 

“We've checked the petition 
and 55 to 60 percent are on 
leases,” Wilk said. “How can you 
object to an increase that you’ve 
already agreed to (by signing a 
lease)? 

“The city would be very foolish 
to paint itself into the corner by 
asking that we go through the 
charade of a hearing with a 
minority group. 

“It would open up a Pandora’s 
box. Anyone could create hassle. 


“I’ve explained that I would 


meet with a minority group but 
at my convenience.’ 


Robinson is confident he can — 


bring the two sides together be- 
fore the rent increase goes into 
effect. 

The ordinance calls for a ses- 
sion at least 10.days before the 
increase. A date, however, has 
yet to be selected, Robinson said. 

Tenants are waiting for a deci- 
sion on their petition and are 
anxious to get the test case un- 


derway. 

Art Greffley, chairman of a 
five-person committee represent- 
ing coach owners, said the group 
hasn’t- decided yet what it will 
bring out during a meet . and 
confer session. 

“We want to work within the 
framework of the code,’’ he said. 

By doing so, he said, the coach 
owners hope to prove the ordi- 
nancé does not have enough pow- 
er. 


“We want something a little 
stronger,” he said: ‘‘The meet 
and confer ordinance . has. ho 
sanctions whatsoever.” 

Should Wilk fail to appear at a 
scheduled hearing, Robinson not- 
ed, the ordinance can be used to 
halt any rent increases until the 
session takes place. 


At the session, Wilk would be 
required to show why the rent 
increases are necessary. 

Wilk said his rent increases are 
reasonable, adding that increases 
over the four years fall 
within the 75 percent requirement 
within the ordinance. 

“Our rents are below the medi- 
an for the area,” he said, point- 
ing out that the area he referred 
to includes more than the West

Economists scream, properly, about high interest 
rates. No question about it: Prolonged periods of 
high interest rates are economically deleterious — 
for the economy in general, and for individuals. 

But high interest rates are particularly perni- 
cious if you are a borrower. If you are a lender — 
why should you complain? 

Today, a lot of prudent people who are not 
heavily in debt and who have the funds to lend are 
being helped by these high interest rates. 

As a matter of fact, generous interest income is 
keeping personal income up this year, and should 
buoy it next year, perhaps giving the economy the

boost it needs to get out of today’s recession (or 
near-recession). 

Real (inflation-adjusted) disposable personal in- 
come, or purchasing power, is beginning to perk up 
this year, thanks greatly to consumers getting fat 
interest payments on their savings. 

Irwin Kellner, chief economist for New York’s 
Manufacturers Hanover, said in an interview that 
for the first time in history, consumers’ interest 
income in July was almost as. much as their 
installment debt repayments. 

In July, American households received $25.8 
billion in interest income — almost offsetting the 
$26.8 billion they paid on their installment debt 
balances.

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Interest income is now. growing faster than the 
other major sources of personal income — transfer 
payments (welfare, etc.), dividends, rent income, 
wages and salaries, and proprietor’s income. 

And consumers’ savings deposits at banks and S

more than 40 percent of total household financial 
assets. Ten years ago, they were less than 30 
percent. By contrast, equity holdings (stocks, for 
example), were about 50 percent of household 
financial assets 10 years ago, and are now. around 33

Thanks greatly to these bountiful interest income 
levels, Wall Street’s Merrill Lynch Economics pre- 
dicts that real disposable personal income will rise 
2.7 percent this year, versus 0.7 percent last year.
